When contacting a Free Radio station: 

Always use the address announced in the broadcast; it is the most 
current. If no address is announced, use the one listed here. If 
the station has no listed address, you can try sending a report 
to one of the major maildrops and crossing your fingers. 

Always enclose adequate postage with your report for forwarding 
and reply. Never expect a 'droperator to pay the postage for your 
QSL - most will not do so. Enclose 3 mint First Class stamps if 
you live in the same country as the station; otherwise US$1 or a 
couple IRCs should do the trick. For pirates outside your 
country, enclose three or four IRCs or a dollar or two. NOTE: do 
not enclose an SASE unless the station specifically requests that 
you do so. 

Remember that announcing a maildrop is not the same thing as 
guaranteeing a QSL, so don't blame the 'droperator if you never 
hear from the station. We are not QSL managers, after all; we 
only handle the mail. Station Ops should keep their promises! 



One final tip: Avoid asking about station location. It's a dumb 
question that Operators only answer to mislead correspondents. 
Most Ops, however, will answer questions about power or 
equipment, and appreciate your technical observations, bandscans 
and recordings. 



If you Operate and desire audience contact, you should use a 
maildrop service for some semblance of security. There are 
several "open" 'drops available, including:

BALKAN SHORTWAVE CLANDESTINE ACTIVITY REMAINS SLIM 



As we discussed in some detail last month, we still see little or no shortwave clandestine activity 
associated with the war in the Balkans. ACE member Jerry Coatsworth of Ontario does report that he 
was listening to licensed broadcaster Radio Yugoslavia on April 23 at 0012 UTC when the signal 
suddenly left the air in mid-program. The news subsequently reported that NATO forces bombed a 
TV communications building and transmitter tower on that evening. Jerry presumes that he was tuned 
in at the precise moment when the bombs hit, accounting for the sudden QRT. 

In Martin Schoech's Clandestine Radio Watch newsletter #28, K. Horzik of the Czech Republic notes 
that "Allied Voice" broadcasts in Serbian from a US military airborne transmitter are being heard on 
1003 kHz medium wave, three FM frequencies, and one television channel. The transmitting plane 
flies at an altimde of 1 8,000 feet, and thus the signal coverage is reasonably broad. Horzik reported a 
very good signal at a location in Plzen in the Czech republic, which is about 60 miles southwest of 
Prague. Programming consists of rock music and short commentaries between songs, sort of like 
Radio Metallica, hi. Horzik editorialized thai the program content is full of strong propaganda, and 
this could be limiting the audience for the broadcasts. He also notes that as is the case throughout 
Europe and North America, most of the Serbian radio audience is on FM, not medium wave. CRW 
#28 also listed logs of the 1003 kHz medium wave signal from two Italian DXers, so coverage of the 
MW signal in southeastern Europe looks excellent. ID'S in Serbian translate to "Allied Voice," "Allied 
Voice of NATO," and "Radio Station of NATO Forces." The transmitting plane, housed during 
peacetime at an Air Force base in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, has a long history of similar tactical 
broadcasts in places like Grenada, Panama, and Kuwait. 

Zecharias Liangas notes that he has been hearing a variety of tactical communications in the war on 
270 and 290.62 MHz from his shack in Italy. He notes that Grove Enterprises has art extensive list of 
such frequencies, including many on HF that would be more realistic DX targets in North America, at 
their web site. You might want to check out http://www.grove-ent.com/balkanscrijis.html if you 
are interested in the military utility station aspects of this war. 

Sheldon Harvey, in his The Radio HF Internet Newsletter #4, notes via Tom Sundstrom that the 
Belgrade Academic Association for Equal Rights in the World has a web site located at 
http://www.barw.org.yu containing videos, pictures, and commentary on the Balkan war from the 
Serbian point of view.

Armando Mastrapa, webmeister for the Clandestine Radio: An Anti-Castro Historiography site, 
points out that the United States Information Agency has "made a major update to its web page on the 
internet. A URL of http://www.bb.gov/marti/ takes you there. The text is in Spanish. But, if you'd 
prefer to look at pictures, Armando points out that http://www.bb.gov/marti/denos.html is a set of 
' irs at Radio Marti and TV Marti. 



Armando also notes that in a May 8 Miami Herald article, the newspaper said that south Florida union 
official Alfredo "Freddy" Collado, brother of Jose "Pepe" Collado who has been nominated by 
President Clinton to be the head of Radio and TV Marti, has been accused of routinely failing to work 
while allegedly on the job. Freddy Collado appears in videos from a private investigator where he is 
asleep at home or taking care of other personal business while on the payroll. More than six union 
members of the Carpenters union lost their jobs, allegedly because they were whistle blowers in the 
Collado charges. The terminated employees have called for a federal investigation. 

In another matter, Armando cites an article by Pable Alfonso in the April 20 issue of El Nuevo Herald 
which claims that new Cuban shortwave jamming transmitters and antennas, designed in China, arc 
causing interference to Radio and TV Marti broadcasts.

Our regular reporter Zacharias Liangas of Italy sends in some neat clandestine QSL's that he recently 
received. From Sentech in South Africa he got a QSL from Radio Sonder Grenze in 60 days. He sent 
a report to Turkish Radio and TV for a report on Radio Bir on 5562 kHz, but in reply he only got a 
station sticker plus information on Turkish international broadcasting. He presumes that this possibly 
is an acknowledgment that Turkey is involved in transmitting this program, but obviously Zacharias 
did not get a QSL per se on this. 

But, Zacharias' big catch this month was a QSL verification letter from the Voice of the Revolution of 
Tigray. This one is extremely interesting. Zacharias forwards the text of the QSL letter, which I'm 
printing here unedited: 

"I've received your letter of 02/01/99 and thanks for your information. Our station has received 
similar letters from different parts of Europe and America. 

The station you heard on 13/1/99 and 31/1/99 in the frequency of 5500Khz at 17:30-1800:40 hrs. and 
16:05-16:29UTC is truly ours. Our radio is not a newly installed radio station. It has been 
broadcasting ever since 1986 from the bushes of Tigray we used to call the liberated area during the 
past armed struggle period we waged against the pro-Soviet fascist regime. The people of Tigray lead 
by the Tigray Peoples Liberation Front (TPLF) fought for 17 years against Soviet intervention and 
fashist Military junta of the Derg. We have paid a lot of sacrifices. 

Since that times the radio has been the Voice of the People of Tigray. It was installed with the help of 
Tigrayans living inside and outside Tigray as immigrants in different parts of the world. 

The radio was a symbol of unity of our people, through which our people speak about their horrible 
times under the late feudal system of Emperor HaileSellasie and under the fascist Derg Regime. It was 
a radio, through which our people used to know the sources of their atrocities, the solution to their 
problems. It was a radio, which helped our people to organize themselves around the Democratic 
principles of TPLF. 

Our Radio the Voice of the Revolution of Tigray was the first Tigrigna language Voice that truly 
informed, educated and entertained the Tigray people. It developed credibility in the people and was 
considered as a voice that directs the daily life of the people. In 1991 the war ended. The Soviet 
backed Derg regime was toppled down. Our organization TPLF with its sister member organizations 
of Ethiopian Peoples Revolutionary Democratic Front EPRDF came to power through a democratic 
election. 

A new era has began in Ethiopia. Democratic institutions are structured and functioning. Basic human 
and political rights including freedom of belief are respected. Peace is consolidated. The whole 
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Ethiopian Peoples are now progressing towards development. Economic conditions are improving. 
Our country has started developing at a rate of more than 7% annually. We are having excellent 
international relations. Foreign investors are coming. Annual inflation has fallen to 1% etc.

Its present air time programs are as follows: Monday to 
Friday Morning 0400 - 0500 (UTC) 

Midday 0930 - 1030 (UTC) Evening 1500 - 1900 (UTC) Saturday 8c Sunday Morning 0400 - 0900 
(UTC) Afternoon 1 100 - 1630 (UTC) 

These airtime programs can be expanded for the future. The radio's area of coverage with excellent 
reception are Ethiopia, Eritrea, and other Horn of African countries and The Middle East. The 
language is Tigrigna. 

We wish you one-day come to Ethiopia and see Tigray. Tigray has many tourist attractions. Ancient 
obelisks and Rock-hewn churches, different cultural expressions, social activities, attractive 
landscapes.

UTC. La Voz de Alpha 66, a former pure clandestine, is on Monday to Friday from 0900-1000 and 
0000-0100 UTC. The rest of the Saturday and Sunday schedule consists of once a week programs. On 
Saturday Alternativa is on for a half hour at 1300 UTC. Foro Militar Cubano gets an hour at 1900 
UTC. La Voz de la Disidencia has a half hour program at 2130 UTC. Conversando entre Cubanos is 
on from 0000-0030 UTC, and Radio Revista Lux gets an hour at 0100 UTC. The Sunday schedule has 
Radio Revista Lux for an hour at 1 100 UTC, Foro Militar Cubano for an hour at 1400 UTC, followed 
by an hour of Puente de Jovenes Profesionales Cubanos at 1500 UTC. Later in the day. La Voz de la 
Disidencia repeats its half hour at 2130 UTC, followed by an hour of Radio Roquero at 2200 UTC. 
Rounding out the Sunday schedule is a half hour of Conversando entre Cubanos at 01 30 UTC. All of 
these quasi-clandestine programs are in Spanish, and can be heard on 9955 kHz if you can cut through 
the jamming. Sometimes it pays to try lower sideband ECSS to avoid the jamming as much as 



ANARC NET SUMMER HIATUS 



Dave Kirby (N1DK) and Al Quaglieri (NN2U) have announced that the ANARC Shortwave Listeners 
Net, long active on 7240 kHz at 10:00 Eastern local time, has suspended operations during a "summer 
hiatus." A recent dearth of check-ins contributed to the problem. This net often exchanged 
information on recent pirate and clandestine loggings. Dave indicates that new technologies are being 
considered for the net. The latest updates on this situation are being posted on Dave Kirby's web page, 
found at http://www.nldk.com on the internet. 



In another item from BBCMS cited in CRW #28, we now assume that Sudan clandestines known as 
the Voice of Truth, Voice of Free Eritrea, and voice of Democratic Eritrea (all on 9230 kHz), as well 
as two Sudan clandestines with Eritrea transmitters, the Voice of Sudan (8000 kHz) and Voice of 
rreedom and Renewal (7000 kHz), are presumed to have left the air. Sudan and Eritrea signed a peace 
agreement on May 2 in Qatar.

CRW #28 notes a handful of loggings from Y. H. Gaviria in Colombia in Hard Core DX, forwarded 
to CRW via Glenn Hauser's SWDXR. Gaviria noted Radio Patria Libre, still the radio voice of the 
ELN Colombian rebels, on 62IOv kHz for about 20 minutes prior to 2230 UTC on April 22 and 23, 
but apparently not transmitting on April 24 and 25. He also noted Voz de la Resistencia, the FARC 
rebel station, on 6170 kHz for 35 minutes at 1 130 and 2130 UTC. Now that the summer DX season is 
here with late sunsets, these times and frequencies are probably not going to propagate to North 
America. 1 personally have been unsuccessful in looking for these stations during the winter, even at 
DXpeditions, but occasional North American loggings have surfaced.

Now' s the time to make sure your 
emergency gear is working properly, all your batteries are charged and 
your extra antennas, etc. are ready and at hand! We here in "Hurricane 
Ally" are always prepared- especially from the storms we've "weathered" 
over the last decade. Shoot, I can be packed & gone, if need be, in 
two hours- otherwise, we ride out the little 'uns 

NEWS: As of June 1st (same day that hurricane season opened!), the 
comment and reply sessions to the FCC are closed, regarding micro radio 
licensing. The deadline was extended from April to June due to the 
NAB's (Nat'l. Assoc. of Broadcasters) lobbying against LPFM. In fact, 
at the "NAB99" show in Las Vegas, LPFM and digital technology were the 
two main topics. FCC Chairman Bill Kennard let the broadcasters know 
that he is still not backing down from trying to get LPFM developed- in 
fact, from Radio World's 5/12/99 issue, he literally took broadcasters 
to task for their concerns over LPFM, saying, " . . M£ is not helpful to 
hear... 'the sky is falling' even before the fjune 1) rulemaking 
comments have been filed." Of course, y'all know that the megawatters 
truly believe that a l-to-10 watt station is really going to hurt 
matters. . .and what they really KNOW is that the fresh, new programming 
will probably cost them listeners and money.... and in MY opinion, 
that's what they deserve for buying up and hogging the market, then 
playing the same old lists over & over S over again. 

I can't remember where I saw it, but in a "letter to the editor" type 
reply somewhpre, I saw where someone (a station owner, I think), said 
there WAS a frequency open for LPFM: 87.9 MHz. His remark was that it 
was programmed into all radios, but was never used and was truly part 
of the FM band- so why not use it for LPFM? 

I agree- set up a "cell network" similar to cellular telephone 
networks, but without overlapping edges- and the country could be 
covered coast to coast with literally hundreds of l-to-10 watt 
stations. I personally know this has worked in a large Midwestern city 
with either three or four micro stations with little or no 
interference. There WAS a slight incident where one station wanted to 
run about 100 or so watts and overlapped the others, while being a 
Grade A jerk, but he didn't last very long! Needless to say, 
cooperation between the remaining stations was good and decency 
prevailed. As far as I know, at least one station is still up and 
running full-time after several years. 

In other news. Radio Limbo, after being shut down in Oct. '98, is 
making a comeback in Tucson, AZ ! Radio Limbo "came out of limbo" when 
a benefit concert was held in their behalf to refund the station after 
the FCC confiscated their transmitter- and more than enough $S$ was 
gleaned! They are now back on the air at 103.3 at a VERY low power- so 
low, in fact, they say that their signal couldn't be locked onto by a 
scanning FM receiver- from 6pm to 2am daily. They are also trying to 
get back on without FCC intervention. Good luck and many blessings, 
Radio Limbo! 

And from alt . radio . pirate and the ever-dashing Steve Rogovich comes 
news of a station raided, the outstanding and popular Montrose Radio. 
On 4/28/99 at approximately 1pm, FCC agents, Federal Marshals and 
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Houston Police converged on the facilities of Montrose Radio, 94.9FM. 
At the time of the raid, the facilities were unmanned; the Feds and 
policed employed a two-entry attack, smashing one door, armed and with 
a warrent. No arrests were made, but some bystanders associated with 
building a sound stage for a local street festival were detained with 
hands on heads- however, no guns were drawn (thank goodness, too many 
US citizens have been gunned down for no reason over the last decade or 
so!). At the time of this news release, the property was under 
surveillance. .. .check out www.montro8oradio.org and www.okvn.com for 
more details.

Mr. Hollings had worked for Mr. Moss several years ago at Veronica FM- 
maker of broadcast-quality transmitters and kits as well as other 
equipment.

Mr. Moss conceded that 
the fellow needed something to do with his life, so he allowed him to 
build kits for sale, totally apart from Veronica FM. Since then, Mr.
